|t«iai«te'i^ OB the progress already made 
to Mhieve that tery important consum- 
nattoQ. With all doe deference for the 
•ptiliODB of boo. members who are donbt- 
leMly pOBiessed of all the Gnanoial know* 
lodge requlBite for the high poaition they 
occupy, we woold beg to differ on this 
point. It would appear that the tem- 
porary debt amonnts at the present time 
■ to $160.000— not a very large snm, con 
ridering the years cf financial difficnlly 
that we have waded through. Of this 
snm $100,000 are to be wiped off from 
. the taxes of the current year. It is true 
the interest paid lor this » 160,000 is at 
the rate of 12 per cent., and no doubt 
that will account in some measure for the 
uneasiness felt in its continued exiateajje 
But, we a8k..ftrftol|lMice'of the renewed 
»^contidence in the futcre of this country 
money may be had in this city at 8 per 
cent. Why not, therefore, iramcdiarely 
^ borrow the requisite amount to clear ofF 
^ the whole debt. It would save to the 
public exchequer about $1,000, per an- 
num, and we should have in our posses- 
- 'rioD in hard cash $100,000. This is a 
large sum, and one that would work tnar.. 
J? tell if properly applied at ihis particular 
• juncture. When the country ia just on 
the rebound, and a very little impetus 
added would land ns safely beyond all 
future difficulty, and enable us at any 
time to pay off what in reality is a paltry 
. Mnonnt, . to as at this moment it is a 
inni or the ntmost importance. The 
great problem to most men is, not how to 
get monej, but how to dispose of it when 
■eonred. Chancellors of the Exchequer 
are liable to be posed in such a manner, 
iu (though rery rarely,) hence we must be cau- 
^1 tiODB before laying out oar 9100,000 that it 
'May do the greatest good to the great- 
Mi number. Let us beg n, then, %vitu the 
QravtDg Dool{ at Ejquimalt. As our 
readara have no doubt remarked, 
tha Bom of $100,000 is going a beg- 
ging in Bogland^ crying "who'll oome 
Md take roe and build a Graving 
' Pook at Yaooonver Island, l^ow, 
inppoeing we added our $100,000 to 
thai aam : we should have S200 OOO, 
•uffioient for a large amouot of work. 
It most be remembered that iho sum 
axpendad would be entirely for labor; 
, that a town would soon spring up at 
Xaqoimalt to which an indoetrioas 
population would be altiaoted, so that 
a T«ry great proportion of this tium 
would very soon be returned to iho 
pabHo puree, besides the ioinnenBo 
apring forward that woold be experi- 
enced by the Oolooy. As to the ulli- 
mate saooess of tbe nndmaklnn;, 
there can be no one acquaintttd wiib 
onr olimata and re-ources who can 
donbt that for a moment j tbe dock 
rt^^wpald be really the only oonvoniont 
dbcic on the Pacific, as it would of 
eonrne be made of large dimen-ions to 
anil Her Hajesty's nhipa which would 
be brought here, when possible, from 
all part* of ihe Pacific, for cleuusing 
and repairs.

Previoua to tbo nd^aat of the gold miDoe, 
in 1859, tbs earlier setllera residing on the 
nortberl; tide of James Bay, gaiued tbo 
cutherlj side by means of Indian canoes or by 
a wearisome delcur via the bead of (ha Bay. 
Id 1850, wboo it was dceraed necosaary to 
conitruot the* GovarnmeDt boiidiags on the 
■oalb side of James Bay, a bridge was pro- 
. jaoted from the foot ol. QoTeromaat atraet to 
' Bird'Oege walk, and iif conttrnciion eolrast- 
'ed'tO'Mr Jobo Morris, C B, who at tbe same 
/.time bad in band tbe great brick aad atone 
. waieboagea acd storea for tbe Hudaoo Bay 
" Company on Wharf atteat. The bridge wa> 
consttaoted of lbs best materials then avail* 
sble. It vraa opened for travel in tbo fall of 
the same year, and down to 1867 a constant 
alteam of traflij daily poured across it. In 
tbe summer of that year, tbe Govcrnmont 
engineer pronouooed it uniafe, and it was 
ordered to be closed Bgaiatt tbe paasage of 
jrahlolea, and it remained oldsed onlil the 
nootb of November last, wbeo lendera were 
called ior by tbe Lands and Works Depart' 
neot and a oontraoi for tba construction of 
a new bridge awarded lo Mr Wra Emery, of 
this oity. Tbe work was oonimaDoad on 
tbe lOth of December last, and despite an 
accident which deprived ibo contraolor of 
one of his bast hands, and of frequent iater- 
laptions from inclement weather, it is an- 
DOunoed that tbe last nail will bo driven to- 
■morrow; Mr Thomas Speoce, well known 
froia ' hie ooooeotioa with bridges on tbe 
'"fiitliilaDd, has sapetiateaded the operatiooi 
from first to last. The bridge ia what is 
termed a trass^bridge ; which is explained lo 
meao that from the piles (wbiob average 20 
iaohei in diameter, and are 60 in number,) 
azlend arms on which rest wrodon caps 
acroBS tbeaa caps ran immento slnngors, 
forming tbo frame of tbe bridj^o, iroa- 
biltad and fistencd in a most seoaro 
mtDnerj Tbe length of tbe bridge is 638 
feet; its width of roadway, 17 feet; width 
of footwalk, 6 feet; height of. atruotare, 22 
feet.' Tba bridge is foor feet higher than 
lUe itruetore it bai replaced ; and the ^rada 
of tlie itieet at either end is Dot.M.'Bteep aa 
'Ibrmerlj. : At tbaaovarnmeot street end tbe 
' iro'ad has bean macadamized in a moat work-> 
' nanlilie manner by the chaiDgang under 
i'Saperiotendent Trnron ; and the gang is now 
engaged in grading Birdcugo walk at tbe 
loulhern end. The entire work is alike 
creditable to the Government, the contractor, 
and the partiea auporin tending its construc- 
tion, and, what is still raore creditable, the 
"Whole cost will not exceed $'^,800.

Hon BobsoD bad tbo honor lo read the 
report r.r the Select Committae on Iminigra- 
tiiin. Tho Committee did not think it advis- 
able to make too large a grant under the 
present .circumstances of tho Colouy ; lh«y 
recommended that tbe amount applied to 
assloi pasaai^es be limited to S3500, acd 
such aeaiatanco be restricted to female do- 
mestic servanls froni 18 to 30 years of oge. 
The nombcr lo be brouubt out should not 
exceed 40 at one time. The co3l of passage 
and iba liillo inciileoinl expenses for ihe 
voyage they had calculated would amount 
to $175, of wbich the Govemmaat should 
pay S'75, tbe applicant S50, and tbe other 
850 would be paid by in.stallmenta. Tho 
period of acrvice to be required would bo two 
yeara. The Board have the disposal of the 
Government grout and rocoivo applications 
for eervanta. Proper means should bo taken 
for the disBominaiion of useful iolorma- 
tion eoncerning (be Colony in Groat Britain 
and San Fraocisco. 

The report was adopted, to be taken up 
for oousidoration on Tuesday next. 

Hon Crease brought op the Vancouver 
Island rei-conveyauco Ordinance, which was 
read a Grst time. 

DtJTY ON CATTLE. 

lion Humphreys moved that an bumble 
address bo presented to His Excellency the 
Governor, praying that the duty on horned 
cattle imported into British Uolnrabia be in- 
creased lo 85 per bead, duly on sheep to $1 
per head. Aa a rule be was not in favor ol 
protection, biit tbo motion which ha placed 
before ihetn was on p.xcopiionol cnao The 
slooU raiacra on iho American aide were in a 
po«ition lo drivn ilioir callle and sheep 
across tho line urid iirulcraell Ihe lannara of 
Britidh Columbia. This waa owing to tho 
fact that the stock in British Columbia, 
although rapidly iooreasing, bad op to the 
proaeut timu been very oostly to our farmers, 
and they eonaoquontly required and deserved 
anmo protoctiOD. 

lion llobsoii seconded tho motion; ho had 
held itio upinlooa o.tprossed in tliv) rrsolulion 
for three ycarc, uod lie full raore and more con- 
vinced it would work well; tbe uddiiiunal lioly 
would not affect tbe price of beef or mutton 
to tbe consumer. It was well known that 
people drove largo herds of cattle Itom tbo 
American side iuio this country ul a vary 
little expense, eating up nil our rich graasoa 
on which they fattened ond piyiiiK a lar^o 
profit ; the drivers did not pay anyihing to- 
wards tho revenue of the Colony, and tho 
present lax would only ba ao eqaltable way 
of compelling the payment of tbeir contri- 
bution. Tho tax would have tho effoot of 
enooura(,'ing Block raising in tho Colony, 
and would not iniBrfure with Iho tariO. 

Htm Ball waa opposed to any increase in 
the duty on cattle ; ibo settlers had now gol 
such a stait thai they were quite able to 
con'poto with American drlv^era. Many 
settlers were not in a poaitioo to raise large 
herds; Vancouver Island was very deficient 
in breeding cattle. Tho impost us applied to 
sheep would be still worue policy. 

Hon Dovie — While ho differed from the 
hou mover and seconder ol this resolution, ho 
sbjuld not descend Itom bis poslliOD as a 
man and a gentleman to, make .iovldjoos 
impariaoDs; he had DO (loubt' lho genllijman 
who iultoduood tho resolution had dono so 
consoioutioualy, but a moasuro suoh aa that 
proposed, although possibly suitable for the 
Mainland, was qoite unsuitable for tbe 
IslAod. Tbe faroera bad givea up nil bopa

Hon O'Roilly dilforfid from the two laat 
spongers in thinking that it would maka any 
difference in tho prioa ol moai; it would maka 
no dilTerenco whatever if tho duty waa raised lo 
SlO per head on borued catllo ; tho fiirmers 
o'j iho Mainland required somu protoclion. 

IIou King tliouglit tli9 duty Blioald be re- 
duced instead ol increased ; iho rtault would 
bo nn increaso in tho price of beef nud ma\s 
ton ; all tho prima Becossiirioa of Ufa should 
bo admitted duty ffoo. 

Hoa Sanders did not believe it would In- 
creaae (be price of food, and be thought oar 
farmers were entitled to proteotioo. 

Hon Crease would vote neither for tbe ress 
olutton or tbo amendment'; tbe Tariff ought 
not to bo touched. People had completed 
their arrangements for business on the basis 
of tho prosoQt Tariff, and it would cauee very 
great iuconvenionco to make any change at 
present — it would ultor tho general course of 
trade. 

Hon Ilelmckcn said tho importiition of year- 
lings would give a groat impetus lo stook 
raisinc iu this Colony ; they would bo brought 
over hero to fallen lor the market also. 

Oo a division, tbe uraondmenl of of lion Dn. 
vie was loat, and tbo resolution of hoa Hums 
pbreya cavrtod. 

Hon Alston moved that an bumble address 
bo presouled to Ma Excelloncy, the Governor, 
respectfully requeuing him to issue a Com- 
mission to enquire into and report upon tho 
best system ot ndiniuislcring IndUn afTuira, 
and of u'in'i|?ing their Reserves. The motiou 
afl'ecleJ 5(J,0UO peoplo iu this Colony. In 
every civili/.eii country where Iho natives had 
been disposaessod of Ibuir lands, the obli- 
(jation of protcctiuf; thorn had been nhviiys 
recogniee'l, and iii cvory such section a 
speciiil Department h.i I been creaud to look 
lifter their itllnira. In this Colony Ibore waa 
uo Indian iidministralion ; but that bad uol 
arisen from any npathy on tho pari of tho 
Government. The kindly sympathy of Sir 
James Douglas was well knowu ; nnd if Gov. 
Kennedy bad not boon removed be would no 
doubt have taken proper measures for tbeir 
protection. Our present Governor has taken 
a lively interest in their affairs, The great 
want woB the absence of macbinery.wbich ores 
vents Government from efTocting all that could 
bo desired. It was truo that under tbe rule of 
tho Hudson Bay Company Ihcro waa no such 
administration; but thsy treated tho In- 
dians kindly, and wero kindly treated 
by thom in return ; they bad prohibited 
the sale of intoxioaiing liquor, but when the 
population increased tbe white man brought 
along with him that deadly poison and from 
that time the Indians began to diminish. 
He was ready to admit that tbo Indian was 
destined to disappear before tbe advance of 
the. white man, bnt wo who boaat of our 
power and ocr virtue should teaoh the poor 
Indian, by example, aome of that vaunted 
attiibuto of the Anglo-Saxon ia03. Ila had 
no disposition to be sentimeutat, but bis im- 
prension of the aborigines ot Ibis Colony was 
that they wore faithful, petieat and ingenn- 
ou!i, and he (lion Alston) denied that the 
Indian could not ba improved. Tbe native 
population of this C(dony conlribuiod largely 
to Iho revenue, and bonoo deserved more at- 
tention, and they doubllesa would have insist- 
ed upon it had it not been for tbeir tribal 
differences which prevented co«operation. 
Tbe omount contributed by tbe Indiana 
amouaied to about one*fourtb of the entire 
revenue, and to abow our gratitude for ao 

tho^Kslimataa for 8500, which was intended 
to cover all tbe oxpenditnra for every pur- 
pose in thair behalf. With such on expen- 
diture we expected tbo Indian to acquire all 
the knowledge we posaessedj and oonBeqnaot- 
iy when tbe poor creatures, terribly ignorant 
of the oharaoter of their crime, were cooviol/- 
eJ of murder they were arraigned before a 
Judge v»ho assumed tbe blaok cap and pro. 
nounced tho dreadful sor^tonoa that launched 
ihem into eternity, and iovuked tbo meicy of 
God upon their souls. Wo did not attorapi 
to teaoh them, but sternly iullioted pnniah- 
maat when they did anything thai we did 
not think right. We should have on Indian 
A.!ont who would visit every tribe and hear 
their coinploinis, nnd to wbom they could 
look for jusiico and protection. Such an 
Agent would be a valuable aid to the Gov- 
oroment in tboir tranaaoiioos with tho In- 
diana, and would be tho mems of preventing 
many of the catastrophea and the wholesale 
dostrnction by disease that occurred from 
time to time amongst the Indian ttibas. 
Such a system hod been atiompted; ns for 
instance, it woa known that ibero was no 
wood 00 iho reserve nt the olliar aido of tho 
harbor, ond iho poor Indiana thora were 
baidiv able to procure sustenance ; ho there- 
fore in eonjunclion with olhara had, in 1863, 
attempted to lease portions of 'ho reaervo, 
applying the prooeada of such leases to the 
use ol tbo Indiana ; in this thoy had in u 
conaidarablo degree iUccoeded when Governor 
Kennedy inlerlered under the impression 
that the commiasiou waa illegal. Ouo por 
tion of Ibeacbemo was to remove the Indians 
from tba vicinity of the town with tbe excep- 
tion of those married to white men, or 
domestic aervonts, as tbe Indian men con- 
stantly degraded IhemBalves with drunkenness 
and gambling, and Ihe women wiih prosli- 
tulion ; ond all this within a atoue'a throw ol 
places of worship and all iho oihor indications 
of Ihe highest stair, of c^iWi^Mxoa. 

Hon King— tie "ould willingly support 
tba motion of bon Alston, and ventured lo 
add that tbe thanks of tba Council were duo 
to him for having brought the aubject before 
them. With respect to what he (bon Al- 
etunj said about the terror improssud by tho 
exhibition of tho black cup, ho would add, 
that it was a strange aud unusu tl display in 
a oourt of justice ; lbs cop was h?ro suspend- 
ed in a alraugo proximity to tho gbrious 
Arms of England— England whose mild 
policy assumes evpry man to bo inoooani 
until proved to bo guilty by verdict. The 
cap waa highly auggeaiive of anticipated 
doom ; ihcro being t'.io dismal symbol ot 
d< ath In all ita iiorrid pump. The so- called 
civilization Instead ul doing g lod here, en- 
couraged tho worst forms ot vice, ond be 
would adil wlial ha bofore had said, that cor- 
rupted oivilizition waa tho worst form of 
burbariBm, 

Hon Humphreys nijreed most heai'tily with 
tho boo introducer of tbe motion; tbe treat- 
ment of the iDdiebei waa a disgrace to tbe 
country, He bad known of Indians being 
dtiven awny from their cullivaiad patches 
by whito men; those little palohes bad been 
oultlvatod h'j ibem long before the Whito 
man had arrived in this country. 

Hon Ilohson — Thoro could only bo one 
feeling uu the subject, that of deep regret 
for tbo past and a deep senRO ol responsi- 
bility for the future^ The Bfitiah Govaru- 
inont recognised iho risht of the aboriginos 
to pioleotion. They weru not like other na-^ 
tiona that ignored auch right. Wo wore 
BHsooiod to coma as civil'is'id, and nur con- 
nection would aoi upon them for belter or 
worse; tho latter predumioated and were 
thui civilizing them oQ the faoo'of tbe aarlb. 
Wo iotioduoed tbe white min'a vices, which 
were certain destruotion lo the Indian. . In 
lelo^loa to soAllpox nej nat^rnl.ljrj jnorsa 



them away from us as far as possible with a 
view to self proservaliDn, bnt this remcvt.l 
bad killed off ball the Indians they bad been 
placed in,^p,tj»ximity with on two oocBsioos 
There were a Tew' isolated oases of praotioal 
good that bad beoa donn to tbe Indiana. 
The Supreme Courts of this Colony wera n 
solemn mockery. (Cries of no, no.^ The 
poor Indian was condemned for offences 
ogainst our laws which were not otTancea 
against Jkis own. In order to beablato ad" 
mloister" British law wo s&oDld inaka'^the 
Indian reasonably acquainted with the 
meaning of ii. They were brought before 
our Judges, who wore decked out in a most 
oxiraordioary manner according to their 
ideas; tried, condemned and banged in 
many oases without coudboI having been 
provided for tbem. The establishment of 
acme mode of admioislcring Indian affair! waa 
absolutely necessary, but whatever it waa it 
abould ba simple. 

Hon Walkem — Tbe allusions made touch- 
ing the adminia'raiion of Ihe law in relation 
to Indians wero mis-etatements. The oonrte 
had gone to tbe extreme in providing coun- 
sel for Indians; they were always ready to 
coofesa tbeir guilr, nnd they knew, very well 
what inurJer was. Tbe main cause of crime 
amongst the Indians was drnnkenneas. 

Hon Helfflcken porfaotly agreed with hon 
members that tho while man was vain, arro- 
gnnt and deceitful. His main oliaructoristio 
was to stuQ his own ideas down tbo throat of 
the Indian whether that individual liked it or 
not. He (hon Helmekenj bad-no regret for 
ibc past; be did not know what God would 
do, although the member for New West- 
niinslor seemed to bo ao wall informed on 
that point, bnt ho saw that Ihey wero doler- 
mined to muke an Anf?lo Soxon of the In- 
dian. Tho arrogant, vain, deceitful while 
man had cast a longing eye on the Indian 
retervOB, with the desire of taking tbem 
away from' tho poor Indian. He bad only 
been informed tha other day that some peo- 
ple wero desirous of changin;; a piece of 
land nt Cadboro Bay for the Indian reserve. 
He did not any thnt Ihe present motion had 
anything to do with lhat, but it was a re- 
markable coiocideoce. Aa far aa the Indians 
were concerned Ibey bad always bean well 
treated. Let them show him another country 
whero they had been near so well treated aa 
they were in this Colonv. Wo had neither 
Indian wars nor tumults. They were per- 
icctly at liberty to go wh?ra they liked. In- 
dian Qgenciea had always been corrupt; they 
bud been the cause of all the quarrels, and 
took care to secure the spoils resulting from 
those quarrels. Uo had no objection to the 
Indian commission, but if tlioy iolcndod to 
edocoto tho Indian like a whito man, he 
would like to know if that education was to 
bo non-aectarmn. They could not touch tho 
Indian religion since ba bad been oonstanlly 
surrounded by m«o who took bim in hand 
by inraa, tailing bim that the previ.ua in- 
siruotor waa * euffus' and that he the last in 
turn, was the only miin who could shotr bim 
the way to heaven. Wa would make them 
pull down tboir sbaotiea, go to ecbool and do 
what wo thought waa right; all this inter- 
forcnoe would show tbo Indian that he was 
not tbe same as other people, and iba result 
would be tronble of a very serious character. 
The glorious Anglo-Suxan race hod attempted 
to civilise tbem by flogging tboir women. 
Thrash tha devil out of tba Indian by all 
means, although ha could not help thinking 
there was more of the Satanic olomont in the 
— .ktu. otKo — Thay mifiht go on framing 
systems for the benefit of tbe inninn, bat- he 
thought it was better to leave him alone. 
Gentlemen knew nothing obout it ; tbo 
Indian had improved wondorlully oi late 
yeara by. oootaat,«ith the white man. Tb^y 
should have seen '^tbe Indians as he bad seen 
them fifteen years ago, and then thoy would 
understand tho advantage of letting them 
alono. They naturally derived both good 
and evil by contact with Ihe white man. Tho 
Indian was well off ; ha could do what tha 
white man could not; be could get food when- 
ever he wanted it, which waa more than the 
great and glorious Arglo Saiion raee' eon'id 
do for him. It waa not whiskey, nor because 
they came in contact with ns, that was the 
cauaa of the disappearance of the Indian, 
bui it was well known to all medio.tl men in 
tho Colony, it was aypbilia, a gift from that 
great and glorious Anglo Saxon raco that 
geatlaman Tannied ao bigb. If a commii^e 
WOB app..inted he trusted the Qovernor 
wonid take care that thoro was nnne of the 
clerical e'oment mixed with it, tha oommit- 
leo should be composed of men who had no 
axes to ijrind. 

Hon Bull — No good could ro«ult from 
snob a motion. Were we perfectly prepared 
to pay tbo Indians for the lands? That was 
the questioo. If they confined tho Indians 
to certain tracts of land it would bo making 
a sort ol oizilieod slavei of tbem; tb&y would 
never bo happy when tbeir liberty was taken 
away from tbem, and suoh treatment created 
tho deeiro for ardent opirit. In reply to tho 
statement that the Indians were driven away 
from certain patches oMand, that was- true, 
bnt it was bdbausB they were encroaching on 
tbe lands of tho while man when their own 
reserves were comparatively unoccupied. 

Hnrj Trutoh raaintaiuod lhal our system of 
treatment of the Indians was more huniuno 
than in any other country, Our laws entitled 
them to all the rights and privileges of tbo 
white man; tbey bad thrivao under them and 
had vastly improved in evnry respeot by 
oontaot with tho white man. Tbe laws 
when applied to the Indian wero always 
strained in his favor. Tho commission 
tnitjht bo of some value to tho country, eo hn 
would vote for it. 

Hon Creaio— So far from tho law having 
been badly administered tbe Judges had 
generally gone oat of their way to advocate 
the causo of tbe Indian. It was tho fashion 
nowadays to make misslaioincuts in rilatioii 
to our Judges and ' our IJourls of law; ho 
thought that u vary bad sijtu, partionlarly 
whan thonamoa of Judges are bandied about 
in a manaet that was highly improper; tbinga 
bud oome to auob..n pasB .that it waa time 
aome one who bad tbe courage should atahd 
up and vindicate thu adiniolstratioa ol tho 
law. 

The resolution was onrried. 

The Reports from iho Coramittoo on Draw- 
backs, Ship Stores nnd Pilotage, wore read 
and adopted. Ordered to be brought up in 
Committee, on the Drawback Hill. 

Hon Halmckon moved that all voyages to 
foreign ports bo considered of not loss than 40 
days duration. "Ill' ad^^ptlDg the resolution to 
furnish abip atores free of duty, tho Govern- 
ment would uol lose anything, but tbo pao[)le 
would gain a great deal beonuao purobasea|of 
other articles would bo made , and tho rev- 
onuo would bo increased. It was only that 
morning that ho had asked tho purser of ono 
of tho boats, who said that ho had formerly 
purchased from iflOOO to SliOO per month 
when ho obtained hia aloroa free of duty, but 
now ho only bought what ho waa absolutely 
compelled to take. If tho duties wero remitled, 
thoy would bo able to procure thom chonpor 
bore than elaowbere. In England all foreign 
going vsbsoIb were allowed their stores d^ty 
frse, altbongb they were nominally allowed to 
occupy so many days on the pjissege J ^benoo 
to aoo9rd with tl^at law be^bMvimevlo^i^Q 



days, aa that would comply with tho regula* 
tions of tho Roard o( Trade in Kngland. 

Hons Walkem and Drake followed on tho 
same subject, conQrmatory of the views of 
bpn Helmcken. Hons Hamley' and Crease 
opposed. 'The reselution waa ultimatsly
